Awful Explosion at NCV/ York. 


On Monday morning last, one of tbe most 


calamitous explosions of recent; dale occurred 
in the city of New York. 
A steam boiler in 


tbe large printing-press manufactory of Mr. 
Taylor, in Hague street, exploded, with most 
disastrous effect. 
The entire building, which 


was of brick, and seven stories high, was in- 
stantly upheaved from its foundations, and fell 
with a tremendous crash, almost entirely upon 
its own site. 
In a moment almost the whole 


mass was on lire. There were about, it is gup- 
posed, ONE HUNDRED PERSONS in the 
building, all of whom were buried in the ruins. 
Every human exertion was made to relieve the 
sufferers ; and many weie got out, after suffer- 
ing dreadfully. 
The icene was agonizing.— 


Many of them were mechanics and others de- 
pending upon their daily labor for support, and 
on whom whole families \vere dependent for; 
their living. 
Friends, relatives, families, moth- 


ers, sisters and brothers were gathered around 
the ruins,, each looking with teaii'ul eves and loud 


1 arnentatioiis, for those nearly and dearly connec- 
ted with them. 
Many of them, nu doubt, were 


roasted to death by a slow fire, and their groans 
were truly agonizing. The poor victims -were 
heard sometimes crying to the firemen to throw 
on water to counteract the growing heat—now 
to desist, to save them from being deluged and 
drowned by water. 
Between GO and 70 dead 


bodies had been taken from the ruins up to 
Friday afternoon. They were horribly muti- 
lated, and most oi them could scarcely be rec- 
ognized. It was thought there were 10 or 12 
more still in the ruins. 
Twenty-two other per- 


sons were taken from the ruins so badly hurt 
as to leaie but little hope of their recovery.— 
Besides these, some 'M others are more of less 
injured. 
It is thought that some were entirely 


consumed, as they are missing, and no vestige 
remains of them. 
The details given in the New 


York papers are heait-rending, and the scenes 
at ihe Station-house where tbe dead bodies were 
taken to be. lecognized, the shrieks of the fran- 
tic wives and mothers, were enough to over- 
power the stoutest heart.
